i m p r o v e m e n t , t h e C o m m e r c e 
Department said today. 


The department said preliminary 


information showed that its "official 
reserve transactions" balance was in 
the red by $4.7 billion in the third 
quarter compared with $900 million 
in the previous quarter. 


T h e m a i n r e a s o n f o r t h e 


deterioration was an increased dollar 
drain early in the quarter caused by, 
unsettled foreign exchange markets 
after the British government floated 
the pound sterling from its official 
value. 


The dollar outflow in the official 


balance improved substantially during 
the latter part of the quarter as 
relative calm returned to the inter- 
n a t i o n a l monetary scene, t h e 
department said. 


The official balance, as it is known, 


is designed to measure primarily the 
transactions between governments 
and foreign central banks. But it is 
regarded as the broadest measure of 
the balance of payments ?ince it also 
takes into account most private 
transactions. 


A second key measure of the 


balance of payments—the net liquidity 
balance—showed a deficit of $4.5 
billion, double the amount of the 
second quarter. The liquidity balance 
measures mainly transactions with 
the private sector. 


I t w a s t h e f i r s t t i m e t h e 


balance-of-payments deficit had taken 
a turn for the xvorse since the third 
quarter of 1971, a time when extreme 
pressures in foreign money markets 
caused President Nixon to suspend 
convertibility of the dollar into gold. 


The latest figures closely paralleled 


the actual deficits for the last three 
months of 1971, when the United 
States and major governments arrived 
at a new r e a l i g n m e n t of tjieir 
currency values. 


One of the main reasons for the 


adverse shift in the third quarter was 
a $1.5-billion net outflow in private 
capital. 


Also causing the adverse change 


was $2-billion in dollar outflows 
caused by transactions for which data 
was not available. These include 
unreported transactions caused by 
investment of U.S. dollars in foreign 
securities. 


Lansky leaves hospital 
for Miami apartment 


MIAMI (AP) — Reputed underworld 


financier Meyer Lansky has left Mt. 
Sinai Hospital following a week of 
treatment for heart trouble, a hospital 
spokesman said. 


Lansky signed himself into the 


hospital hours after flying to Miami 
from Tel Aviv, Israel. He was met at 
the airport by FBI agents with arrest 
warrants. 


Lansky, 71, apparently went to an 


apartment he maintains on Miami 
Beach. 


On Monday, a federal judge ordered 


Lansky to stand trial Jan. 10 in Miami 
on c r i m i n a l c o n t e m p t - o f - c o u r t 
charges stemming from his failure to 
appear before a federal grand jury in 
1971. Lansky was wanted for ques- 
tioning in an income-tax investigation 
when he left the country for Israel 
a year and a half ago.

Nozza, 41, and his 28-year-old wife 


have five other children. 


"She said her husband wouldn't 


allow her to take the boy to the 
hospital, and said she was afraid.he 
would beat her and the other children 
if she did," Dade County Sheriffs Lt. 
John Esty said. 


Police said Nozza, a sandblaster, 


"didn't allow the child to be taken to 
a hospital because he was afraid he 
would be arrested for child abuse." 


Nozza told the hospital staff that 


Dean "would not drink anything 
except chocolate milk" and had not 
eaten for several weeks, Dr. Robert 
Lawson, Variety's chief of staff, said 
Tuesday. 


Lawson said Dean "was brought in 


here dead with evidence of extreme 
malnutrition." However, he said the 
admitting physician saw no signs of 
bruises or fractures on the child. 


Police records show the Nozzas 


were investigated in 1969 a f t e r 
authorities received a complaint of 
child malnutrition. Thai incident in- 
volved another child, police said.

Heavy snow, freezing rain and 


drifting snow tormented areas from 
the Ohio Valley to New England 
today and gale warnings continued 
for much of the Atlantic Coast. 


Strong winds lashed the lower 


Great Lakes and the north Atlantic 
coast. 


Meanwhile, flood victims started 


returning to their water-soaked 
homes in Michigan and Ohio in the 
wake of a storm which lashed the 
shorelines of Lakes Erie, Huron and 
St. Clair on Tuesday. 


Authorities estimated the number of 


evacuees at more than 10,000 along 
a 200-mile stretch of Lake Erie and 
Lake Huron shoreline extending from 
Ohio's Cuyahoga County west to 
Toledo and north to Michigan's 
Saginaw Bay. 


Complete damage estimates were 


not available, but a u t h o r i t i e s in 
Monroe County, Mich., and along the 
Ohio shore said they expected 
damages in each of those areas to 
exceed $1 million. 


Winds to 45 miles an hour sent 


waves up to 15 feet high crashing 
against Michigan and Ohio lakefront 
areas. 


Gale warnings were posted today 


from Eastport, Maine, to New Jersey, 
with small-craft warnings flying as far 
south as Savannah, Ga. Gale warnings 
were also up along Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario. 


As the storm that struck the lower 


Great Lakes moved east late Tuesday 
it left snow accumulations of 13 
inches at Mt. Washington, N.H.; 11 
inches at Albany, N.Y.; 9 inches at 
Portland, Maine, and 7 inches at 
Buffalo, Rochester and Utica, N.Y. 


A new storm in the West brought

Astronauts isolated 
until Dec. 6 launch 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - The 
Apollo 17 astronauts begin three 
weeks of preflight medical isolation 
today while launch crews start the 
final major rocket and spaceship tests 
for a Dec. 6 blastoff to the moon. 


The isolation, in which the as- 


tronauts' movements and contacts are 
restricted, is to minimize exposure.to 
disease or illness that could delay the 
last mission in the Apollo series. 


Early today the launch crew began 


a week-long rehearsal duplicating 
every phase of the final countdown 
starting Nov. 30. The initial part of 
the test is to end next Monday with 
a simulated liftoff at 9:53 p.m. EST, 
the departure time on launch day. 


Next Tuesday, with fuel drained

from the rocket as a safety measure, 
Apollo 17 astronauts Eugene A. 
Cernan, Dr. Harrison H. Schmitt and 
Ronald E. Evans will board their 
command ship to run through the 
final 2'/i hours of the countdown. 


Starting today 'he astronauts and 


their backup crew are restricted to 
three areas at the Kennedy Space 
Center — the crew living quarters, the 
training building and the launch pad. 
They also will make one or two trips 
to nearby Patrick Air Force Base for 
proficiency flying in jet planes. 


During this period, only 109 per- 


sons, mainly training and launch 
personnel, are authorized to work 
directly with the spacemen. Many will 
have minimal contact and some none 
at all unless necessary. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pentagon 


sources say the United States has 
turned over more than 600 planes and 
helicopters to the South Vietnamese 
Air Force in its effort to build up the 
force before a cease-fire. 


These sources report the rush 


buildup of South Vietnam's military 
equipment, principally for its air force, 
is just about complete. 


That speedup was set in motion late 


last month, shortly a f t e r it was 
disclosed by both North Vietnam and 
the United States that a tentative 
cease-fire agreement would, among 
other things, bar introduction of 
military gear on either side except as 
replacements. 


The North Vietnamese also were 


reported gearing up an effort to push 
more equipment and materiel to the 
Communist forces in South Vietnam 
before a cease-fire. 


Pentagon officials said the more 


than 600 additions bring the South 
Vietnamese air force to nearly 1,850 
aircraft and helicopters. 


This is short of Secretary of Defense 


Melvin R. Laird's goal, which had 
contemplated a force of about 2,100 
by the end of next year, if the war 
continued without a cease-fire. 


But the South Vietnamese air force 


still will be one of the biggest in the 
world. 


The more than 600 planes and 


helicopters flown into South Vietnam 
from the United States and a l l i e d 
countries were transferred from U.S. 
stocks in Southeast Asia and are 
estimated to be worth more than S300 
million. 


In addition, m i l l i o n s of d o l l a r s 


worth of ground-force equipment has 
been flown to South Vietnam and 
nearly 30 tanks have been shipped by 
sea from repair depots in Japan. Most 
details on ground-force materiel fur- 
nished to the South V i e t n a m e s e 
during the rush e f f o r t were not 
disclosed.

Argentina awaits Peron 


BUENOS AIRES (AP)-Argentiha's 


military government is closing down 
all public, industrial and commercial 
activities Friday in an attempt to 
avert disorders when former dictator 
Juan D. Peron returns. 


Mass gatherings have also been 


prohibited. But many thousands of 
Peron's followers were expected to 
defy the ban and assemble at the 
airport to welcome him home. 


It is generally believed Peron will 


remain less than a week and then visit 
other South American capitals or 
r e t u r n d i r e c t l y t o M a d r i d . 


Peron, now 77 but looking 10 to 15 


years younger, flew from his home in 
Madrid to Rome Tuesday on the first 
leg of his return. He said he was going 
back after 17 years of exile "to see 
if I can bring some peace" to "the 


traditionally rebellious people of Ar- 
gentina." 


President Alenajdro Lanusse is 


letting him come back in hopes that 
he will line up his followers' support 
for the elections Lanusse wants to 
hold in March. Although the Peronist 
movement is beset by factionalism, it 
is still the biggest political force in 
Argentina. 


Peron ruled for 10 years before a 


military coup overthrew him in 1955. 
Some militant Peronists claim he is 
returning to create a revolutionary 
front to oppose the military regime. 
But some non-Peronist sources sug- 
gest Peron may hope to reach some 
agreement with the j u n t a on a 
compromise slate of candidates for 
the elections.

Dow Jones tops 7,000 
offer 3 record days 


NEW YORK (AP) - Amid cheers 


on the floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange, the Dow Jones industrial 
average closed above 1,000 points for 
the first time in history on Tuesday. 


In the aftermath, Wall Streeters are 


asking themselves what the long-term 
consequences would be. 


"Do investors who have been 


waiting for this historic level now 
start selling off and taking profits, or 
does the event increase investor 
enthusiasm?" asked Robert Johnson 
of Paine, Webber, Jackson & Curtis. 


"This could be the great incentive 


for the small investor to come back 
into the market," said Edward A. 
Merkle, president of the Madison 
Funrt 


The Dow average of 30 industrial 


stocks closed at 1003.16, up 6.09 from 
Monday's close of 997.07, the previous 
record. The universally watched in- 
dicator has now set records in three 
sessions in a row. 


The New York Stock Exchange 


Index, a much broader gauge of 
market activity than the Dow, since 
it includes some 1,400 common stocky 
also set a record Tuesday. It closed 
up .54 at 62.94. erasing the old high 
of 62.52 set Nov. 3. Standard & Poor's 
index of 500 stocks also hit a new 
high, 114.95. 


Last Friday marked the first time 


the Dow has ever exceeded 1,000 
points at any given moment during 
trading. 


But four additional times in 1966 — 


on Jan. 18 and 19 and Feb. 9 and 10 
— and again Monday, the 
official 


intraday high of the Dow was over 
1,000. The official figure is derived 
after the close of trading, using the 
individual highs of each of the 30 
component stocks, even if those highs 
were achieved at varying times. 


The fact that the" 1,000 level had 


been approached so many times and 
never surmounted at a day's end had 
created an aura of impenetrability 
around it. That aura may now be 
evaporated. 


"A lot of technicians watch the tape 


a n d b u v o n t h i s k i n d o f 
breakthrough," said Charles Lewis of 
Treves & Co. "I'm now starting to 
think about 1,100 and 1,200." 


Lucien Hooper of W. E. Hutton & 


Co. was more cautious. 


"A lot of people have been waiting 


a long time to sell when the Dow 
reaches 1,000," he observed. 


There was a great deal of selling 


Monday and Tuesday, but buyers 
moved in to pick up the flood of 
shares. The market's a b i l i t y to 
withstand the selling pressure was 
seen as a reassuring sign, thus helping 
the Dow go over the top. 


Brokers cited these other factors as 


having helped the decisive upsurge:

—The gross national product rose 


even faster in the third quarter than 
had p r e v i o u s l y been t h o u g h t , 
government economists stated.

which has brought a $100 million suit 
against two federal agencies, will make 
"all efforts" to keep the brewery going, 
its president said at a press conference 
Tuesday. 


Theodore Mack Jr. said the Oshkosh 


brewing firm halted production two 
weeks ago but is continuing to dis- 
tribute beer on hand. 


Mack said the company's suit against 


the Small Business Administration and 
the Department of Defense is expected 
to go into federal court, probably in 
Milwaukee, before the end of this 
month. 


The suit charges that the brewery 


has not had a fair chance to obtain 
large government contracts for beer for 
the armed forces. 


The president of the nation's only

"It's not necessary for us to brew 


beer if we're not going to get our fair 
share of federal contracts," Mack told 
newsmen during a press conference at 
a tavern directly south of the Peoples 
Brewing Co. office at 1512 S. Main St.

Gordon explained that strikes by

End to class ranking urged

NEW LONDON — The board of 


education Monday night voted to sub- 
mit a resolution to the Wisconsin As- 
sociation of School Boards convention 
asking that the present high school 
rank in class system for college-bound 
students be eliminated in applications 
for financial aids and grants and as an 
entrance requirement. 


The resolution suggests instead that 


students entering state colleges and 
universities be judged on transcripts, 
school written reports, personal letters 
of recommendation, personal letters of 
application, standardized test scores 
and, in the case of financial aid. the 
need of the student. 


According to the resolution, the rank 


in class system has "become a mislead- 
ing and meaningless figure" because: 


— Students in high school don't take 


the same classes taught by the same 
instructors and are not graded in the 
same manner. 


— Colleges and universities don't 


maintain rank in class and employers 
don't 
refer 
to it in considering 


employment. 


The resolution, which will be in- 


troduced at the convention ;n January, 
has been discussed and studied by the 
local board for more than a year. The 
board also surveyed 274 state school 
districts, representing more than 
160,000 students, and 
found 
the 


majority to favor the New London 
proposal. 


Only 26 schools, representing 22.^82 


pupils, were undecided; 140 schools, 
representing 77,296 students, favored 
the idea; and 10s schools, representing 
60,310 students, wore against the 
proposal 


In other business, the board delayed 


action so it could .study precedents and 
get a recommendation from the school 
administration on a request from 
Robert Dehlinger, chairman of the 
physical education department, for a 
military leave of absence. 


Dehlinger requested the leave so he

To streamline delivery of urban ser- 


vices in the Valley, the study commit- 
tee has suggested either creating a 
metropolitan services district manned 
by county board members from the 
urban communities, or forming a 
regional council within East-Central 
Regional Planning Commission.

man of the state task force, met with a

Argentina awaits Peron 


BUENOS AIRES (AP)-Argentiha's 


military government is closing down 
all public, industrial and commercial 
activities Friday in an attempt to 
avert disorders when former dictator 
Juan D. Peron returns. 


Mass gatherings have also been 


prohibited. But many thousands of 
Peron's followers were expected to 
defy the ban and assemble at the 
airport to welcome him home. 


It is generally believed Peron will 


remain less than a week and then visit 
other South American capitals or 
return directly to M a d r i d . 


Peron, now 77 but looking 10 to 15 


years younger, flew from his home in 
Madrid to Rome Tuesday on the first 
leg of his return. He said he was going 
back after 17 years of exile "to see 
if I can bring some peace" to "the 


traditionally rebellious people of Ar- 
gentina." 


President Alenajdro Lanusse is 


letting him come back in hopes that 
he will line up his followers' support 
for the elections Lanusse wants to 
hold in March. Although the Peronist 
movement is beset by factionalism, it 
is still the biggest political force in 
Argentina. 


Peron ruled for 10 years before a 


military coup overthrew him in 1955. 
Some militant Peromsts claim he is 
returning to create a revolutionary 
front to oppose the military regime. 
But some non-Peronist sources sug- 
gest Peron may hope to reach some 
agreement with the junta on a 
compromise slate of candidates for 
the elections.

Dow Jones fops 7,000 
offer 3 record days 


NEW YORK (AP) - Amid cheers 


on the floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange, the Dow Jones industrial 
average closed above 1,000 points for 
the first time in history on Tuesday. 


In the aftermath, Wall Streeters are 


asking themselves what the long-term 
consequences would be. 


"Do investors who have been 


waiting for this historic level now 
start selling off and taking profits, or 
does the event increase investor 
enthusiasm?" asked Robert Johnson 
of Pame, Webber, Jackson & Curtis. 


"This could be the great incentive 


for the small investor to come back 
into the market," said Edward A. 
Merkle, president of the Madison 
Fund. 


The Dow average of 30 industrial 


stocks closed at 1003.16, up 6.09 from 
Monday's close of 997.07, the previous 
record The universally watched in- 
dicator has now set records in three 
sessions in a row. 


The New York Stock Exchange 


Index, a much broader gauge of 
market activity than the Dow, since 
it includes some 1,400 common stocks, 
also set a record Tuesday. It closed 
up .54 at 62.94, erasing the old high 
of 62.52 set Nov. 3. Standard & Poor's 
index of 500 stocks also hit a new 
high, 114 95. 


Last Friday marked the first time 


the Dow has ever exceeded 1,000 
points at any given moment during 
trading. 


But four additional times in 1966 — 


on Jan. 18 and 19 and Feb. 9 and 10 
— and again Monday, the official 


intraday high of the Dow was over 
1,000. The official figure is derived 
after the close of trading, using the 
individual highs of each of the 30 
component stocks, even if those highs 
were achieved at varying times. 


The fact that the 1,000 level had 


been approached so many times and 
never surmounted at a day's end had 
created an aura of impenetrability 
around it. That aura may now be 
evaporated. 


"A lot of technicians watch the tape 


a n d b u y o n t h i s k i n d o f 
breakthrough," said Charles Lewis of 
Treves & Co. "I'm now starting to 
think about 1,100 and 1,200." 


Lucien Hooper of W. E. Mutton & 


Co. was more cautious. 


"A lot of people have been waiting 


a long time to sell when the Dow 
reaches 1,000," he observed. 


There was a great deal of selling 


Monday and Tuesday, but buyers 
moved in to pick up the flood of 
shares. The market's ability to 
withstand the selling pressure was 
seen as a reassuring sign, thus helping 
the Dow go over the top. 


Brokers cited these other factors as 


having helped the decisive upsurge:

CHEESE BLINTZES 


4 eggs 
2 cups skim milk 
1 cup flour, sifted 
'/i teaspoon salt 
Butter or margarine 


1 pound dry cottage cheese 
8 ounces cream cheese

The first thing on Mrs Bloom's post- 


graduate agenda is to expand her 
thesis on the history of Osceola, possi-

St. Croix Valley that she has been 
working on and researching from the 
files of the Polk County Press, the first 
paper published in the valley. 


And then, Mrs. Bloom said she 


would like to return to teaching Eng- 
lish which she taught at Osceola High 
School before her marriage in 1912.

A year ago she had a teaching offer 


from the oldest junior college in the 
nation at Johet, III., to the "oldest 
graduate."

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Goals for the second term 


President Nixon's pre-election interview with the Washington 


Star-News, subject to release after the election, obviously was 
intended to provide some signals for the President's intentions 
for his second term. There is encouragement in Mr. Nixon's 
words that there should be bureaucratic reform to do a more 
effective job with the same or less money. 


Bringing that off is something else again. It probably is true 


that those who head governments, from presidents to mayors, 
have a fascination for moving around office furniture and 
changing titles on doors, which doesn't interest the people very 
much and which doesn't really change things. As part of a 
proposed new American revolution, Mr. Nixon two years ago 
asked that Cabinet departments be consolidated and realigned 
along functional lines. 


That plan never got off the ground. Any such idea must buck 


the reluctance and inaction of existing bureaucracy. And 
Congress isn't too interested in rearranging its lines of power to 
existing executive departments. But we hope Mr. Nixon keeps at 
it. 


In the interview, Mr. Nixon talked of new departments, like 


Housing and Urban Development, Health, Education and Wel- 
fare and Transportation, which "are all too fat, too bloated." 
There must be a new look at what these departments have 
undertaken which haven't worked out, Mr. Nixon said. The 
President should extend this test to the older Cabinet depart- 
ments as well. There are programs which have gone on for 
decades, increasing in cost each year, with their main justifica- 
tion being that they are in existence. The Agriculture and 
Interior Departments probably are the best nominees in this 
category. 


The President has selected no easy goal. The political power 


against this sort of reform is tremendous — the bureaucratic 
establishment itself, its friends in Congress and the specialized 
interests with which departments deal. But the people's in- 
terests have been left out, and big government is regarded as 
remote, unresponsive, sluggish and wasteful. 


This has resulted in a public attitude which harms self- 


government in itself. If Mr. Nixon can change all that, it could be 
the greatest accomplishment of his second term. He will need, 
and should get, a lot of help from public pressure. 


Complications over a cease-fire 


Now that there is no urgency over the American presidential 


election on the horizon, if ever there was in the minds of some, 
the working out of a cease-fire agreement in Vietnam may take 
some time for maneuvering. 


The North Vietnamese are now attempting to use the prisoner 


of war issue in somewhat the same way the United States did 
except concerning different prisoners. 


The Communist party newspaper in Hanoi says that the draft 


agreement for a cease-fire that was supposed to be signed on 
October 31 provided for the release of all military and civilian 
political prisoners in South Vietnam. The United States insists it 
said no such thing. It's quite obvious that President Thieu will 
vigorously oppose any such terms. 


But overall the new emphasis by the North, as stressed in a 


broadcast as well as the newspaper, may be as much to convince 
the people of the North that Hanoi has not sold out as it is to give 
the Viet Cong a better chance in future months to seize control 
in the South. 


The broadcast charged that Saigon was planning "to secretly 


dispose of patriots illegally kept in over 1,000 jails in South 
Vietnam. In the past two weeks puppet police conducted nearly 
20,000 raids in the areas under their control, arresting nearly 
5,000 people and gunning down several hundred others." 
Widespread "assassinations" of prisoners was taking place, 
Hanoi insisted. 


There seems little doubt but that there are thousands of purely 


political prisoners in South Vietnam and that the Thieu regime 
has no intention of letting them go. Securing the same rights as 
military prisoners, as Amnesty International is attempting, is 
justified. But absolute concurrence should not be expected in 
South Vietnam any more than in the North. Once the United 
States scuttles the silly illusion it has tried to forward all these 
years that the various Saigon regimes are miniature United 
States democratic governments, the more quickly and the more 
. surely peaceful accommodations can be made. 


But the claims of the North shouldn't be believed either. It is 


quite possible that the current claims of widespread slaughter of 
prisoners is being made because Hanoi has always insisted that 
practically all Vietnamese, North and South, actively support 
the Communists and are held in check only by a few South 
Vietnamese bully boys and the United States military power. 
North Vietnam is not likely to release any of its own political 
prisoners or even concede that they exist. 


The argument demonstrates how carefully and diplomatically 


arrangements must be made with the Thieu regime so that our 
own prisoners of war no longer are hostages for the safety of 
Thieu's government. 


Coming election in Germany 


There are some similiarities in the just finished American 


election and the West German one coming up on November 
19th. But there is unlikely to be a landslide in Germany. 


The issues sound familiar. Germans are no longer as much 


concerned about communism or dealing with what had been the 
enemy. The new treaty between East and West Germany is 
opposed by only the extreme right, although Franz Joseph 
Strauss, a Christian Democrat, warns of a "Social Communist 
regime" if Willy Brandt gets more power. But in general there is 
agreement and even a sense of great relief over the better 
relations. Whether or not this may be too much of a complacent 
attitude toward Russia, it does exist as part cf West Germany's 
attempt under the Social Democrat-Free Democrat coalition to 
reach a detente. 


The issues, translated into American terms, are law and order 


and the high cost of everything 


Brandt, \vho has held power by a finger nail and actually an 


even split in the Bundestag which forced him to get a vote of no 
confidence and call for general elections last September, is 
actually asking for at least the outward signs of dissent. This 
may not sound especially Germanic to those who remember 
Hitler or even the Prussian image of the stern father and 
visible signs of unquestioned authority It doesn't sound right to 
a lot of Germans either, apparently. The answer of the Christian 
Democrats to Brandt's affirmation "we sav yes to questioning 
doubt, to productive restlessness" is to declare that "this 
country is not in order " 


But the Christen Democrats can ako point with pride to their 


vears in power -,vhen pnce< rose- very slowly and indications of 
constant inflation were hardly noticed It hasn't been the same 
lately with inflation running at *> per cent a year But Brandt can 
and does point to almost fuli employment 


Since West Germany functions under the parliamentary 


system, the situation which happened in the United States with 
an overwhelming victory for our chief executive but considera- 
bly less than control of the legislature, cannot occur The result 
may be just as unwieldy or require as much diplomacy to enable 
the country's leader to govern effectively.

Advantage of Incumbency Demonstrated 


MADISON — One of the powerful factors 


involved in last week's Wisconsin trends that is 
not always visible tends to be overlooked 
because it is a relatively new ingredient in the 
subtleties of politics and election campaigning.

advantage of incumbency, all other things 
being equal, and it is shown spectacularly in 
modern legislative elections, state and national.

lawyer, which he is, or even as a former gover- 
nor of Wisconsin which he was a decade and a 
half ago, and had he used all of his campaigning 
skills, which are considerable, it is quite con- 
ceivable that he would have lost the bout with 
Prof. Walter Thoresen, the professor who gave 
him the chase of his life. 


End of a legend 


The incumbency advantage can be shown 


somewhat more obliquely in the new Wiscon- 
sin 7th District, where young Rep. David Obey, 
trounced the 30-year veteran, Alvin O'Konski, 
the "legend" of the northland for his record of 
easy and repeated triumphs, by a margin that 
will appear more astounding as the statistics 
are examined closely. 


But as Rep. Obey candidly and promptly 


acknowledged, the results were affected by the 


fact that it was the first time O'Konski had 
encountered an incumbent. Such a circum- 
stance is rare because it is the first time in 
decades that the Wisconsin congressional ap- 
portionment has been altered. Always before 
O'Konski had encountered push-overs, little 
known, under-financed, running more as an 
accommodation to their party's desire for a 
complete ticket than out of any conviction that 
there was a chance to win. 


The incumbency advantage was shared in 


the 7th District this year. It contributed 
measurably to the fact that O'Konski went 
down in a veritable avalanche at the same time 
that President Nixon, who was welcomed by 
the Wisconsin veteran when Mr. Nixon turned 
up as a member of the House of Representa- 
tives 25 years ago, was carrying almost 
everything before him. 


A third congressional vote result illustrates 


the incumbency factor in yet another way. The 
8th District in the Fox River Valley and en- 
virons has not elected a Democrat since 1942. It 
has always been regarded as Republican 
heartland. 


Squeak for Froehlich 


Yet Harold Froehlich, one of the best known 


of the Republican legislative leaders of the last 
decade, squeaked through over the Democratic 
nominee in a contest where there was no 
incumbency advantage. Indeed, Froehlich's 


win could be attributed, in part, to the addition 
of new territory in the reapportionment. 


The reality is that when all other factors are 


even, the man holding a state or federal 
legislative office is able to start as the favorite 
with subsidies available through his office, 
pubHcity, postage, government-paid materials 
and staff, communications, etc. The rival must 
find private sources to match, or start with a 
handicap. 


Friends in the legislature and the Congress 


have repeatedly acknowledged — privately, of 
course — that in the absence of serious revul- 
sion in the electorage against their party label 
for any reason, or extraordinary blundering on 
his part — a state or national legislator once 
elected should not lose his seat if he uses the 
resources the taxpayers have unwittingly 
granted him. Most persons 
have some 


familiarity with the phenomenon in the case of 
congressmen, as in the floods of franked mail 
they dispatch under the guise of "information." 


It is not so generally realized that state 


legislators are catching up. They have also 
provided 
themselves, 
by 
bipartisan 


agreements quietly concluded and expanded 
over the last 10 years or more, with staff, 
postage, telephone, supply and other state 
subsidies. Such realities explain why some 
legislative challengers this year were required 
to raise and spend sums that their predecessors 
of 1940, say, would have found incredible.

As a political force, the Women's 


Liberation Movement proved to be a 
big bust in the Presidential election. 


A few more individual females were 


elected to political office than in past 
years, but a cohesive women's voting 
bloc in support of candidates who 
favored women's issues failed to 
develop. 


The National Women's Political 


Caucus had praised Sen. George 
McGovern for his promises to appoint 
women to the Supreme Court, the 
Cabinet and other high posts; his sup- 
port of the Equal Rights Amendment 
and child-care programs; his placement 
of women in campaign policy-making 
jobs, and his generally progressive at- 
titude toward women's expanding role 
in society. Prominent women's libera- 
tion leaders, such as Gloria Steinem, 
campaigned vigorously for George 
McGovern and appealed for women to 
support him. 


Nixon denounced by Ms. 


Ms., the movement's new magazine, 


printed a lengthy article denouncing 
President Nixon for his relative in- 
difference to women's aspirations for 
social, economic and legal equality and 
his failure to move rapidly to hire and 
promote women to high government 
policy-making posts. 


There is no way to know for certain 


at this point how women as a group 
voted. But indications are they sup- 
ported President Nixon in even larger 
numbers than did men. A Gallup poll 
taken approximately one month ago 
showed women preferred Nixon over 
McGovern 64 to 30 per cent, while men 
preferred Nixon over McGovern only 
58 to 36 per cent. 


Women gained a net increase of four 


seats in the House of Representatives 
but lost their only female Senator with 
the defeat of Margaret Chase Smith of 
Maine. Only one of the ten incumbent 
female House members, Rep. Louise 
Day Hicks, of Massachusetts, lost re 
election and five new women were 
elected. 


Proportionally, however, that was 


not a very impressive gain. At least 70 
women had run for Congress, although 
36 were minor party nominees or 
independents, and nine races pitted 
women against women. 


In state after state, women ap- 


parently divided their political loyalties 
in Congressional and gubernatorial 
races on economic and other issues 
rather than issues of women's rights. 
Proposals to liberalize abortion laws 
were defeated in Michigan and North 


Dakota, with no indication that women 
had united significantly in their sup- 
port. 


Movement Still Alive 


This does not mean that the women's 


movement as a political weapon is 
finished. Because of party reforms a 
higher percentage of women than ever 
before participated in both party con- 
ventions, and they will continue to 
demand bigger and bigger roles. The 
mere fact that 70 women felt optimistic 
enough about their chances to seek 
Congressional office this year is a sign 
that politics is becoming a little easier 
for women. 


In addition, the National Women's 


Political Caucus went about trying to 
form a female coalition in highly ama- 
teurish fashion. Caucus members tend 
to be heavily urban, well educated, 
well-to-do and liberal, and they 
displayed little interest in appealing to 
women who might be more conserva- 
tive or less aggressive than they are. 
They built their cause for supporting 
McGovern not entirely around equal 
rights issues, on which most women 
can agree, but threw in such liberal 
arguments as his stand on the war and 
income redistribution. 


Consequently, activist women came 


to be viewed as just another radical 
group as offensive to the majority as 
long-haired kids and militant welfare 
demonstrators. 


The women's movement is still in its 


infancy, and one hopes it has learned 
from this year's mistake. If it sticks to 
pressing for equal rights, it might do 
better next time.

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New books offer guides 
for citizens seeking action 


BY ARTHUR E. ROWSE 


WASHINGTON — This seems to be 


the harvest season for books seeking to 
help private individuals get action on 
consumer problems. The new crop in- 
dicates that there is a growing market 
for such publications. 


Yet the final frustration for many 


people is to purchase what appears to 
be a helpful book or booklet and then 
discover that he gets no real help from 
it. In many cases, the advice offered 
does not add anything to what the 
reader already knows 


Two of the most recent books seek to 


overcome this defect. But one does 
better than the other in providing what 
people may need to know in getting 
action involving defective products or 
misleading claims. 


One is called the "Consumer Action 


Guide 1973." It is a 576-page paperback 
on "What to do and who to call when 
things go wrong." The author is Joseph 
Rosenbi )om, and the publisher is CCM 
Information Corp. The book sells for 
$1.95. 


All but 20 pages consist of listings ol 


organization and business names and 
addresses to write to or telephone. In 
many cases, however, such information 
should be obtainable from the store 
that sold the item. Not many people 
need to have such a list at their finger- 
tips. 


A smaller book with a much broader 


scope is "The Radical Consumer's 
Handbook,'1 by Goody L. Solomon. 
Publisher is Ballantine Books, and the 
price is $1.25. This 176-page paperback 
also lists addressed of business firms 
and other organizations. 


But it goes much further. It discusses 


effective tactics to use when lodging a 
complaint. For example, it suggests 
exercising great persistence, especially 
when dealing with the government: 
"Voluminous day-to-day griping to the 
appropriate offices.. .will build up the 
know-how and pressure which even- 
tually forces government to adapt to 
public needs." 


The book takes things in logical 


sequence, first 
explaining how to 
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exhaust all possible remedies with the 
company involved before resorting to 
other measures. 


One chapter explains how and when 


to use the law to get problems resolved. 
There is a listing of rules that apply to 
small claims courts in the various 
states. Nam?s and addresses of public 
interest law firms are also given. 


The final chapter tells how people 


can organize for greater power to get 
action on consumer complaints. 
Without any doubt, an organization 
can have a multiplier effect; it can exert 
more influence than all of its members 
working separately. 


But the failure rate is also high. Or- 


ganizing is a special ability that few 
people have, and no book can assure 
success on that score. 


There is nothing radical about "The 


Radical Consumer's Handbook." It is 
all good common sense, plus practical 
information. But for many people, it 
could become a useful guide for effec- 
tive action. 


A recent book by aides of Ralph 


Nader also aims to provide practical 
help for action-oriented citizens. En- 
titled "Who Runs Congress?" this 310 
page paperback 
from 
Grossman 


Publishers ($1.95) devotes its last 
chapter to "Taking on Congress: A 
Primer for Citizen Action." 


Here, too, the emphasis is on or- 


ganized action. Nader himself is a prime 
example of that. The main aim, 
however, is to arouse the reader's 
interest in doing something to combat 
the influence of special interests in 
Congress. If you need to be convinced 
of that, this book can do the job.

GREEN BAY —This being a. highly 


competitive world, it is hardly cus- 
tomary for one athlete to endorse 
another playing the same position. 


But there are occasional exceptions. 


A case in point is the relationship of 
Ken Bowman, the Packers' indestructi- 
ble center, and his backup, fiery Cal 
Withrow. 


Though Withrow is so combative he 


has been accused of taking gratuitous 
swipes at the enemy after the whistle, 
he is a walking public relations depart- 
ment for Bowman, whom he considers 
uncrowned king of NFL centers. 


"On the average, last year and since 


he's settled down and started to play his 
game this year, nobody in the league 
grades out higher consistently than Bo 
does right now," Withrow insists. 


"All this talk about Forrest Blue of 


the 49ers, being all-pro center is 
something I can't buy. I'd have to see 
150 games of his on film and compare 
them to Bo over the same number of 
games before I'd accept that, if it should 
happen to come out that way. They'd 
have to prove it to me. 


"Since I've been here, I've never seen 


Bo play a bad game — at least what I 
would consider a bad game. Ken may 
have a different idea of what a bad 
game is —he has very high standards. 


"He's not afraid to be critical of him- 


self, I might add, which is one of his big 
assets. Plus he has great determination, 
and he's quick. He's not a big, strong 
center, so he uses his quickness. Bo 
uses some techniques that are a little 
different than other centers, but they 
work for him. 


"He does some unorthodox things 


that somebody else couldn't do. But he 
can get away with it, because he's 
smaller and quicker." 


Continuing his positive critique, 


Withrow 
noted 
that 
Bowman's 


scholarly approach also has been of 
material value to the ex-Wisconsin 
Badger's survival in the NFL. 


Has law degree 


"Bo is very intelligent, too," he said of 


the nine-year veteran, who recently 
acquired a law degree and opened off 
season practice in De Pere. "For 
example, he makes all the offensive line 
calls. And he pretty well knows what 


everybody else on the offensive team is 
doing. 


"When he diagrams plays, he draws 


in the ends and everybody. He analyzes 
where he's got to get his man, which is 
a little different than the average of- 
fensive lineman, who usually is only 
concerned with his own specific area. 


"Ken feels this is an asset to this 


game, knowing what everybody else is 
doing on every play." 


His "press agent" also could have 


mentioned that, more often than not, 
the 29-year-old Rockford native has 
played with a collection of contusions 
and abrasions, not to mention a chronic 
shoulder problem that has required 
surgery in the past.

A Your question is one that has been

What is to be done about studded 


tires, if anything, is a matter for 
legislative consideration The present 
laws merely give authority to the 
Division of Motor Vehicles to set the

coming session If they do, they will 
undoubtedly consult with people, like 
yourself, throughout the state — both

that many will support, or it could be a

Q: Is there any law that prohibits 


bicycle riding on streets and highways 
during periods of severe inclement 
weather? My children have insisted on 


riding their bikes to school in the past 
on icy or snow-covered streets that are 
heavily traveled. I consider this a very 
dangerous method of transportation 
during winter months. One i>!ip on an 
icy or wet street could result in a 
serious accident, especially on streets 
where vehicle traffic is heavy. What 
does the law say about this. 


A State law does not prohibit bike 


riding, regardless of the season In some 
communities, certain streets may be 
off-limits to bicycle traffic and bikes are 
explicitly banned on the freeuav and 
Interstate system in Wisconsin 


The law only details rules of the road 


that must be obeyed by bike riders 
which are generally the same for all 
highway users There are specific rules 


the roadway and equipment 


Your best guide in a situation such as 


this is common sense. Most bicyclists 
find other means of transportation 
during severe bad weather lor a com- 
bination of reasons — including safety 
You will not often find a bike rider on 
highways during Wisconsin's harsh 
wintei months The handling and con- 
trol of a bicycle on an icy or wet road is 
quite 
difficult 
and 
potentially 


dangerous. Possibilities of a traffic ac- 
cident are much greater for the 
bicyclist under these conditions — the 
bicyclist could lose control and fall into 
traffic, or a motorist could lose control 
on an icy road and inadvertently collide 
with the bicycle 


We strongly suggest that you find 


other means of transportation for your 
children when weather conditions are 
poor They wouldn't be breaking any 
laws by using their bikes in these cir- 
cumstances, but this fact would not be

WASHINGTON - Despite John B. 


Connally's whimsical "hope" that 
President Nixon will not ask him back 
for the second Nixon administration, 
the fact is that Connally has already 
been asked to become Secretary of 
State and revive that once mighty of- 
fice. 


The offer was made to Connally 


when he resigned as Secretary of the 
Treasury last June 12, and it was 
couched in terms leaving nothing to the 
imagination: the President wanted a 
strong hand at state's helm to "clean 
out the bureaucracy," and Connally 
was the man. 


Thus, Connally's repeated public 


lamentations that he wants nothing 
except to luxuriate in his newly 
renovated Houston mansion and prac- 
tice lucrative law as senior partner in 
his huge Houston firm only delay his 
decision. Most Connally-watchers 
think that in the end Connally's 
decision will be yes and that, as a result, 
the State Department may be in for its 
biggest shakeup in history. 


Nixon position to act 


Mr. Nixon is not the first President 


eyeing the cavernous State Depart- 
ment bureaucracy with scornful eyes. 
But with his landslide victory and Con- 
nally as his agent, he is in better posi- 
tion to act than any recent president. 


Moreover, putting the decisive Con- 


nally in charge at State would almost 
surely reverse the unfortunate decline 
of what used to be the most prestigious 
institution in government. 


Under the amiable William P. Rogers, 


the State Department has suffered 
repeated humiliations. For example, 
when Connally headed treasury, he 
persuaded the White House to put his 
own men in charge of certain interna- 
tional negotiations historically handled 
by state. 


Far more important, Mr. Nixon 


deliberately centered foreign policy 
power in Henry Kissinger, his brilliant 
national security adviser, undercutting 
both the State Department's foreign 
service and, far more publicly, Secre- 
tary Rogers himself. 


Beneath these public humiliations 


John B. Connally will head state department 


has been a largely hidden phenomenon: 
ever less attention by the White House 
to foreign service policy contributions 
and an alarming deterioration in 
morale among the best foreign service 
officers. Barring a change at the top, 
many of these will soon resign. 


Thus, the President's house-cleaning 


orders to his new Secretary of State will 


seek to arrest this deterioration by 
giving new authority under Connally to 
the best foreign service officers, while 
undertaking a massive purge of 
second-raters. The hoped-for result: a 
much leaner force of experts supplying 
the cutting edge both to economic and 
political foreign policy in the next four 
years.

WASHINGTON — Everyone

asking why President Nixon, with his 
tremendous victory, was unable to 
bring in any of the other Republican 


' candidates on his coattails. 


I can now clear up the mystery: The 


president did not have any coattails for 
anyone to hitch on to. 


What happened was that a few 


months before the election Pat Nixon 
decided the president needed a new suit 
for election night. She called his tailor 
and made an appointment for the 
president. The tailor came to the White 
House and measured Mr. Nixon for his 
suit. 


Two weeks later the tailor came back 


to give Mr. Nixon his first fitting. The 
president, aware that candidates all 
over the country were depending on 
him, asked the tailor, "What about the 
coattails?" 


"The coattails come last," the tailor

"Wouldn't a double vent give me a 


longer coattail for the other candidates 
to hitch on to?" 


"You want a double vent in the 


jacket," the tailor said, "I'll give you a 
double vent." 


"I guess the politically popular thing 


would be for me to have a single vent. 
But sometimes a president must do the 
unpopular thing even if he loses votes." 


"A double vent is just as good as a 


single vent," the tailor said.

"I have to think not only of my party, 


but of all America. My choice of a vent 
should not be decided because of one 
special interest group or another. It's 
true some people in this country, 
honest people with the best of inten- 
tions, believe in the single-vent jacket.

"But," protested the tailor, "the coat 


has no back to it." 


"Never mind the 
back," Bob 


Haldeman said. "Were sending the 
president's plane for it and you'd better 
have it at Andrews Air Force Base 
when we get there." 


The tailor met the president's plane 


with the unfinished suit and it was 
delivered just before Mr. Nixon was 
scheduled to vote. He put the suit on 
and asked his friends, Secret Service 
men and family, "How do you like it?" 


As in the case of the emperor who 


had no clothes on, no one dared tell the 
president his suit had no back. 


And that is why every Republican 


candidate who tried to grab the 
president's coattails on Election Day 
found himself with a handful of rnuslin 
instead.

Stock buying becomes game for the big pros 
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One of the most powerful forces 


fueling the great bull markets in stocks 
during the 1950s and into the late 1960s 
was the ever-zooming institutional 
demand for stocks bumping up against 
the relatively modest rise in new 
supplies of stocks 


That force has been rapidly losing 


power, according to 
confidential 


studies by Scudder, Stevens & Clark, 
one of the world's oldest and most 
respected investment counsel houses 


And by 1975, institutional demand for 


and new supplies ol stocks may reach a 
standoff. This once enormously bullish 
factor may become merely a neutral 
stock market influence 


"Does this foretell a bear market3" 1 


asked George Johnston, president of 
the firm, and James McCullough, the 
senior vice president who conducted 
the studies 


Offsetting factors 


"No," they emphasized at a private 


luncheon meeting last week And they 
believe other significant factors will 
offset this one in the short and in the 
long run 


For instance, foreign investors have 


huge amounts of cash which they plan 


to invest in the U S stock market. 


"Evidence is growing that foreign net 


purchases of U.S stocks will be an 
important factor in our markets during 
the 1970s," said McCullough 


And if life insurance companies are 


permitted to sell variable insurance, net 
purchases ol stocks from this source 
alone could drastically change the 
predictions 
for 
net 
institutional 


purchases as the 1970s progress 


"Life insurance company purchases 


would then be considerably in excess of 
all projections and would change this 
factor from neutral back to favorable," 
explained Johnston 


But there is no question that the 


background of the stock market in this 
decade will be far different from the 
background in the past decade and it 
will be increasingly difficult for the 
small individual investor to come out 
on top 


Dividends, capital gains 


"You must be able to count on a 9 to 


10 per cent annual return from your 
stock purchases to justify buying and 
owning stocks during this period," 
Johnston believes In this 9 to 10 per 
cent he includes your dividends and 
annual capital gams 


"The competition from much less 


risky high-grade bonds returning 7'/2 


per cent is foo keen and too obvious for 
any individual investor to settle tor 
less " 


The Scudder, Stevens studies drama- 


tize a fascinating aspe.t of the stock 
market which is generally not under- 
stood 


Beginning right after World War II, 


the net demand for stocks from insti- 
tutional investors took off in a broad, 
steady upswing — and this became a 
key factor in the bull markets 


.Most important was the tremendous 


rise in stock purchases by private pen- 
sion funds Their common stock in- 
vestments in 1950 were next to zero; 
today they represent about 70 per cent 
of private pension fund assets Their 
purchases were a mere $200 million m 
1950; this year, their purchases will 
total $10 billion 


At the same time, life insurance 


companies and state and local pension 
funds were following a similar pattern 
Life insurance company purchases 
have grown from $200 million in 1950 to 
$3 billion in 1972; state and local re- 
tirement fund purchases have grown 
from zero as recently as 1956 to $3.5 
billion in 1972. 


Mutuals not too important 


Contrary to what you probably 


think, mutual funds have never been as 
important as these other institutions 
Their purchases peaked at $2 2 billion 
in '69; are estimated by Scudder, 
Stevens at only $800 million in '72, at $2

billion in 1975. 


But the vital point is that recently 


new supplies of stocks have been soar- 
ing. As interest rates skyrocketed in the 
late 1960s, many corporations turned to 
selling stocks to raise money. Rela- 
tively new forms of equities have 
emerged in big volume, such as con- 
vertible securities, real estate invest- 
ment companies, oil and gas participa- 
tions. Estate liquidation of stocks has 
jumped. In '72 alone, foundations will 


sell $300 million net of stocks. 


"Net institutional purchases and the 


new supply of stocks have been close-to 
balance," McCullough summarized, 
reporting the projections for 1975 'as 
$21 billion of new supplies, $20.9 billion 
of purchases by big institutions, $2 
billion by mutual funds. 


"A new ball game," I said. 
"A new ball game," Johnston said.

MIAMI 
(AP)—A 3-year-old 
boy 


whose mother told police he lived on 
chocolate milk for. three months after 
her husband ordered her not to feed 
him is dead of starvation. The boy's 
father is charged with manslaughter. 


V a r i e t y C h i l d r e n ' s H o s p i t a l 


authorities said little Dean Nozza was 
dead when his father, Michael Nozza, 
brought him to the hospital Monday 
night. 


N o z z a w a s c h a r g e d w i t h 


manslaughter Tuesday after Lois Jean 
Nozza told police her husband ordered 


her not to feed the child. She said her 
son had not eaten solid food for three 
months, that his only sustenance had 
been chocolate milk. 


Authorities said they did not know 


why Dean had not been fed. 


Nozza, 41, and his 28-year-old wife 


have five other children. 


"She said her husband wouldn't 


allow her to take the boy to the 
hospital, and said she was afraid he 
would beat her and the other children 
if she did," Dade County Sheriffs Lt. 
John Esty said. 


Police said Nozza, a sandblaster, 


"didn't allow the child to be taken to 
a hospital because he was afraid he 
wouid be arrested for child abuse." 


Nozza told the hospital staff that 


Dean "would not drink a n y t h i n g 
except chocolate milk" and had not 
eaten for several weeks, Dr. Robert 
Lawson, Variety's chief of staff, said 
Tuesday. 


Lawson said Dean "was brought in 


here dead with evidence of extreme 
malnutrition." However, he said the 
admiiting physician saw no signs of 
bruises or fractures on the child. 


Police records show the Nozzas 


were investigated in 1909 at in 
authorities received a complaint of 
child malnutrition. That incident in- 
volved another child, police said.

i m p r o v e m e n t , t h e C o m m e r c e 
Department said today. 


The department said preliminary 


information showed that its "official 
reserve transactions" balance was in 
the red by $4.7 billion in the third 
quarter compared with $900 million 
in the previous quarter. 


T h e m a i n r e a s o n f o r t h e 


deterioration was an increased dollar 
drain early in the quarter caused by 
unsettled foreign exchange markets 
after the British government floated 
the pound sterling from its official 
value. 


The dollar outflow in the official 


balance improved substantially during 
the latter part of the quarter as 
relative calm returned to the inter- 
n a t i o n a l monetary scene, the 
department said. 


The official balance, as it is known, 


is designed to measure primarily the 
transactions between governments 
and foreign central banks. But it is 
regarded as the broadest measure of 
the balance of payments since it also 
takes into account most private 
transactions. 


A second key measure of the 


balance of payments—the net liquidity 
balance—showed a deficit of $4.5 
billion, double the amount of the 
second quarter. The liquidity balance 
measures mainly transactions with 
the private sector. 


I t w a s t h e f i r s t t i m e t h e 


balance-of-payments deficit had taken 
a turn for~the worse since the third 
quarter of 1971, a time when extreme 
pressures in foreign money markets 
caused President Nixon to suspend 
convertibility of the dollar into gold. 


The latest figures closely paralleled 


the actual deficits for the last three 
months of 1971, when the United 
States and major governments arrived 
at a new realignment of their 
currency values. 


One of the main reasons for the 


adverse shift in the third quarter was 
a $1.5-billion net outflow in private 
capital. 


Also causing the adverse change 


was $2-billion in dollar outflows 
caused by transactions for which data 
was not available. These include 
unreported transactions caused by 
investment of U.S. dollars in foreign 
securities.

heavy snow

Heavy snow, freezing rain and 


drifting snow tormented areas from 
the Ohio Valley to New England 
today and gale warnings continued 
for much of the Atlantic Coast. 


Strong winds lashed the lower 


Great Lakes and the north Atlantic 
coast. 


Meanwhile, flood victims started 


returning to their water-soaked 
homes in Michigan and Ohio in the 
wake of a storm which lashed the 
shorelines of Lakes Erie, Huron and 
St. Clair on Tuesday. 


Authorities estimated the number of 


evacuees at more than 10,000 along 
a 200-mile stretch of Lake Erie and 
Lake Huron shoreline extending from 
Ohio's Cuyahoga County west to 
Toledo and north to Michigan's 
Saginaw Bay. 


Complete damage estimates were 


not available, but authorities in 
Monroe County, Mich., and along the 
Ohio shore said they expected 
damages in each of those areas to 
exceed $1 million. 


Winds to 45 miles an hour sent 


waves up to 15 feet high crashing 
against Michigan and Ohio lakefront 
areas. 


Gale warnings were posted today 


from Eastport, Maine, to New Jersey, 
with small-craft warnings flying as far 
south as Savannah, Ga. Gale warnings 
were also up along Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario. 


As the storm that struck the lower 


Great Lakes moved east late Tuesday 
it left snow accumulations of 13 
inches at Mt. Washington, N.H.; 11 
inches at Albany, N.Y.; 9 inches at 
Portland, Maine, and 7 inches at 
Buffalo, Rochester and Utica, N.Y. 


A new storm in the West brought 


heavy-snow warnings for parts of the 
Rocky Mountain region, including 
northwestern Colorado, southwestern 
Wyoming and the central mountains 
of Arizona. 


Rain continued from central 


California 
into the 
central inter- 


mountain region, with snow at higher 
elevations and in the southern plateau 
region. 


Good weather was confined mostly 


to the southern Atlantic Coast states, 
the southern Rocky Mountain region 
and the Pacific Northwest. The 
Northern Plains had partly cloudy 
skies. 


Temperatures before dawn ranged 


from 8 at Waterloo. Iowa, to SO at Key 
West, Fla. 


National Guardsmen were called 


out for rescue operations in both Ohio 
and Michigan after Tuesday's storm 
brought heavy rain and whipped up 
large waves on the three lakes. Coast 
Guard crews also aided in evacuation 
efforts.

centers and provided food for storm 
and flood victims in both states.

Buildup of S. Vietnam 
military nearly complete 


Astronauts isolated 
until Dec. 6 launch 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - The 
Apollo 17 astronauts begin three 
weeks of preflight medical isolation 
today while launch crews start the 
final major rocket and spaceship tests 
for a Dec. 6 blastoff to the moon. 


The isolation, in which the as- 


tronauts' movements and contacts are 
restricted, is to minimize exposure to 
disease or illness that could delay the 
last mission in the Apollo series. 


Early today the launch crew begar? 


a week-long rehearsal duplicating 
every phase of the final countdown 
starting Nov. 30. The initial part of 
the test is to end next Monday with 
a simulated liftoff at 9:53 p.m". EST, 
the departure time on launch day. 


Next Tuesday, with fuel drained 


from the rocket as a safety measure. 
Apollo 17 astronauts Eugene A. 
Cernan, Dr. Harrison H. Srhmitt and 
Ronald E. Evans will board their 
command ship to run through the 
f:nal 21/} hours of the countdown. 


Starting today the astronauts and 


their backup crew are restricted in 
three areas at the Kennedy Space 
Center — the crew living quarters, the 
training building and the launch pad. 
They also wil] make one or two trips 
to nearby Patrick Air Force Base for 
proficiency flying in jet planes. 


During this period, only 309 per- 


sons, mainly training and l a u n c h 
personnel, are authorized to work 
directly with the spacemen. Many will 
have minimal contact and some "none 
at all unless necessary. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pentagon 


sources say the United States has 
turned over more than 600 planes and 
helicopters to the South Vietnamese 
Air Force in its effort to build up the 
force before a cease-fire. 


These sources report the rush 


buildup of South Vietnam's military 
ecuipment. principally for its air force, 
is just about complete. 


That speedup was set in motion late 


last m o n t h , shortly a f t e r it was 
disclosed by both North Vietnam and 
the United States that a tentative 
cease-fire agreement would, among 
other things, bar i n t r o d u c t i o n of 
military Rear on cither side exi ept as 
replacements. 


The North Vietnamese also were 


reported ceding up an effort to push 
more equipment and materiel to ihe 
Communist forces in S^uth Vietnam 
before a cease-fire. 


Pentagon officials said the more 


shrin £00 additions bring (he Sojlh 
Vietnamese air force to nearly 1,850 
aircraft and hehropters. 


This is short of Secretary of Defense 


yieivm R. Laird's goal, which had 
contemplated a force of about 2.iOO 
by the end of next year, if ihe war 
continued 'Aabout a cease-fire. 


But the Sou;h Vietnamese air force 


still will be one of the biggest in the 
world. 


The more than 600 planes and 


helicopters flown into South Vietnam 
from the United States and allied 
countries were transferred from U.S. 
slocks in Southeast Asia and are 
estimated to be worth more than $300 
million. 


In addition, millions of d o l l a r s 


worth of ground-force equipment has 
been flown to South Vietnam and 
nearly 30 tanks have been shipped by- 
sea from repair depots in Japan. MOM 
details on ground-force materiel f u r - 
nished to t h e South V i e t n a m e s e - 
during the rush e f f o r t were no;

Mass gatherings have also been 


prohibited But many thousands of 
Peron's followers were expected to 
defy the ban and assemble at the 
airport to welcome him home 


It is generally believed Peron will 


remain less than a week and then visit 
other South American capitals or 
r e t u r n d i r e c t l y t o M a d r i d 


Peron, now 77 but looking 10 to 15 


years younger, flew from his home in 
Madrid to Rome Tuesday on the first 
leg of his return He said he was going 
back after 17 years of exile "to see 
if I can bring some peace" to "the 


traditionally rebellious people of Ar- 
gentina " 


President Alenajdro Lanusse is 


letting him come back in hopes that 
he will line up his followers' support 
for the elections Lanusse wants to 
hold in March Although the Peromst 
movement is beset by factionalism, it 
is still the biggest political force in 
Argentina 


Peron ruled for 10 years before a 


military coup overthrew him m 1955 
Some militant Peromsts claim he is

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Dow Jones fops 7,000 
offer 3 record 


NEW YORK (AP) - Amid cheers 


on the floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange, the Dow Jones industrial 
average closed abjve 1,000 points for 
the first time in history on Tuesday 


In the aftermath, Wall Streeters are 


asking themselves what the long-term 
consequem es would be 


"Do investors who have been 


waiting for this historic level now 
start selling off and taking profits, or 
does the event increase investor 
enthusiasm?" asked Robert Johnson 
of Paine, Webber, Jackson & Curtis 


"This could be the great incentive 


for the small investor to come back 
into the market," said Edward A 
Merkle, president of the Madison 
Fund 


The Dow average of 30 industrial 


stocks closed at 1003 16, up 6 09 from 
Monday's close of 997 07, the previous 
record The universally watched in- 
dicator has now set records in three 
sessions in a row 


The New York Stock Exchange 


Index, a much broader gauge of 
market activity than the Dow, since 
it includes some 1,400 common stocks-,, 
also set a record Tuesday It closed' 
up 54 at 6294, erasing the old high 
of 62 52 set Nov 3 Standard & Poor's 
index of 500 stocks also hit a new 
high, 11495 


Last Friday marked the first time 


the Dow has ever exceeded 1,000 
points at any given moment during 
trading 


But four additional times in 1966 — 


on Jan 18 and 19 and Feb 9 and 10 
— and again Monday, the official

mtraday high of the Dow was over 
1,000. The official figure is derived 
after the close of trading, using the 
individual highs of each of the 30

Brewery 
says it'll 
press on 


OSHKOSH — Peoples Brewing Co., 


which has brought a $100 million suit 
against two federal agencies, will make 
"all efforts" to keep the brewery going, 
its president said at a press conference 
Tuesday. 


Theodore Mack Jr. said the Oshkosh 


brewing firm halted production two 
weeks ago but is continuing to dis- 
tribute beer on hand. 


Mack said the company's suit against 


the Small Business Administration and 
the Department of Defense is expected 
to go into federal court, probably in 
Milwaukee, before the end of this 
month. 


The suit charges that the brewery 


has not had a fair chance to obtain 
large government contracts for beer for 
the armed forces. 


The president of the nation's only 


black-owned and operated brewery 
said it appears that the only way for 
minority business to get its fair share of 
federal business is through the courts. 


"It's not necessary for us to brew 


beer if we're not going to get our fair 
share of federal contracts," Mack told 
newsmen during a press conference at 
a tavern directly south of the Peoples 
Brewing Co. office at 1512 S. Main St. 


He said he doesn't know whether 


Peoples has failed to obtain the federal 
orders it hoped for because the com- 
pany is black or because it's small. 


"I can't read the mind of the federal 


bureaucracy," Mack observed. 


Mack said the board of directors had 


anticipated that the company would 
receive its fair share of federal business 
as outlined by federal commitments to 
minority business. 


Given 10 per cent of federal business. 


Peoples Brewing Co. could operate at 
"full blast," Mack added. 


"We have seen the statutes, we have 


listened to the President and we have 
seen the executive directives (relating 
to minority business), but somewhere 
along the line someone is not doing 
what he's supposed to," Mack charged. 


"I have written to everyone from the 


President on down, but nothing has 
happened as yet.

Funds okayed for 
park development

The first phase of thf long-range 


Plamann Park development program 
was assured Tuesday when Outagamie 
County supervisors approved adding 
$62,000 to the budget for the program. 


The net effect on the tax levy will be 


one-half that amount since $31,000 in 
LAWCON funds is expected 


The board also approved installation 


of a central telephone switchboard for 
the courthouse, annex and safety 
building to replace the present system 
of individual lines to each office. 


In approving the Plamann Park 


funds, the board was taking its fourth 
vote in three months on whether to 
implement the park master plan The 
vote was 19-16. 


The first phase will cover three years 


at a total cost of $183,000, with LAW- 
CON funds providing half the cost. 


The board had approved the project 


in September then reversed itself the 
same day, and re-approved it in Oc- 
tober with directions to the finance 
committee to determine where the 
funds should come from. 


However, the finance committee 


refused to act, saying the project 
should be delayed another year. Supv. 
Harold Miller, finance committee 
chairman, said that since the count> 
board directive didn't specify which 
year they should provide the funds they 
decided to defer it to 1974. 


Supv. Richard Jahnke told the board 


to "have enough fortitude to vote" on 
the funding issue. "If you are going to 
go through with the program, add it to 
the budget," he said. 


He was backed by Supv. Herman 


Ripp, chairman of the social services 
board, who said, "I would rather see 
development ot the park and cut some 
place else, even the social services 
budget. More people can use the park 
than anything else we have." 


The issue almost lost when it was 


proposed that the funds could be taken 
from revenue sharing monies. Jahnke's 
motion to add $62,000 to the budget was 
defeated 32-6 on that basis. 


Then it was realized that revenue 


sharingjunds could not be used as the 
county's share to match other federal 
funds. A second vote was taken and 
this time the park proponents won. 


The switchboard was another switch 


for the county board which had voted 
the issue down last month. Supv. Nick 
Karras, chairman of the property, 
building and maintenance committee, 
persuaded fellow supervisors, however, 
that the county would save money and 
improve telephone service by going to a 
switchboard. 


The present setup will cost the 


county $24,631 annually for the basic 
charge, he told board members, while 
the basic service charge with a switch- 
board would be $15,600. In addition, he 
said, the county could participate in the 
state DAIN system with a switchboard, 
cutting the present $8,000 annual long 
distance charges nearly in half. 


JLJA1N 
(direct 
access 
intercity 


network) utiliizes cooperative use of 
direct long distance lines and wide area 
service lines leased by the state. 


Opponents argued that any savings 


in line costs with a switchboard would 
be more than offset by personnel costs 
to operate the equipment. 


In somewhat of a surprise, the board 


approved the $6.5 million social ser- 
vices budget as presented on a 36-2 
vote. 


The presentation by Ripp and Social 


Services Director James Stampp even 
drew praise from Supv. Eugene Kloes 
who said "this has been the most infor- 
mative budget presentation I have ever 
seen from social services." 


Presentation of the social services 


projects orginally had been scheduled 
for Thursday morning but was hastily 
moved up by the Social Services Board 
itself Tuesday morning when the rest of 
the county board appeared unable to 
get untracked in its budget review 
process. 


Supv. John Kellogg, a member of the 


Board of Social Services and a first term 
supervisor, along with other newer 
board members, challenged the inept- 
ness of the budget procedure and urged 
supervisors to move into something 
substantive.

this week adopted a model resolution of 
the Kimberly Board of Education in 
support of legislation asking payment 
of regular state aids in the event of 
strikes by teachers. 


The resolution will be presented to

number of days school is required to 
close because of an illegal employe 
strike and to reduce the required 
number of days, to the local school 
district, by the length of the strike.

States are 
expected to 
invest funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - State and 


local governments are expected to 
increase investments in U.S. securities 
and Treasury bills with the first por- 
tions of their federal revenue-sharing 
money. 


Treasury Department officials say 


there is nothing in the law to prevent 
state and local governments from, in 
effect, lending the money back to the 
federal g o v e r n m e n t at i n t e r e s t 
through the purchase of federal 
securities. 


Nor does the Treasury have an idea 


of 
how 
much 
the 
interest 


rates on such securities will cost 
taxpayers. But at least one economic- 
expert says the situation may lead to 
reduced i n t e r e s t r a t e s f o r a l l 
borrowers. 


The Treasury will mail $5.3 billion 


to state and local governments during 
December and January as the first 
allocation under the revenue-sharing 
plan approved by the 92nd Congress. 


A Treasury spokesman said Tues- 


day that because the first shares are 
so large—representing money due 
through the program retroactive to 
last Jan. 1—there is an "initial in- 
vestment probability" in federal 
securities. 


Officials believe that the invest- 


ments will stop once the shares get 
smaller and the money has been 
allocated for specific state and local 
programs. 


Dr. Murray Weidenbaum, a former 


assistant Treasury secretary who was 
in charge of planning the Nixon 
administration's 
revenue-sharing 


program, says the extra investments 
in federal securities will put down- 
ward pressure on interest rates next 
year. 


The Treasury, as one of the nation's 


largest borrowers, has a direct impact 
on interest rates when it goes into the 
market to borrow money to finance 
federal deficits. 


Many officials have predicted that 


interest rates will go up next year 
because of a greater demand for 
money by private interests. 


What could happen, Weidenbaum 


said, is that some of the debt next 
year will be financed "in the public 
sector" as a result of the extra in- 
vestments. But one reason for the 
deficit is revenue sharing itself. 


Weidenbaum, now a professor of 


economics at Washington University 
in St. Louis, said he did not know how 
long the revenue-sharing allocations 
would be responsible for increased 
state and local financing of the federal 
debt. But he said that the $5.3 billion 
is "more than the states and cities can 
spend immediately."

After shifting the focus of the

gained public support as the world 
weighed implications of the Russo- 
German non-aggression pact of 1939. 


"Communazis!" Dies bellowed, 


calling them unnatural bedfellows. 


Roosevelt pictured the committee's 


investigations as "flagrantly unfair 
and un-American." 


Harold Ickes, then secretary of the 


interior, charged Dies with irrespon- 
sibility and Atty. Gen. Francis Biddle 
commented, "I think it is always a 


pity to have amateur investigations 
of espionage." 


The son of a congressman from 


East Texas, Dies first became a 
member of Congress as its youngest 
member in 1931. 


He began his congressional career 


with the introduction of a 1932 bill 
to expel alien Communists from the 
United States. The measure won 
House approval, but failed to clear the 
Senate. 


Before he was named to head the 


initial work of the UnAmerican Ac- 
tivities Committee in 1938, he gained 
a seat on the powerful House Rules 
Committee. 


In its efforts to track down sub- 


versive influences, the new committee 
became a personfication of Dies and 
frequently was called simply the Dies 
Committee. 


During the first 18 months of the 


committee's existence, information it 
developed was instrumental in the 
indictment of American Communist 
party secretary Earl Browder on a 
passport evasion charge and the 
conviction of Fritz Kuhn in New York 
on charges of stealing money from the 
GermanAmerican (Nazi) Bund. 


Dies remained in Congress through 


1944, 
then retired because of poor 


health and an expressed desire to 
return to the practice of law in 
Lufkin. 


But he returned to politics in 1952 


and won election as a congress-

"An implant consists only of taking 


an ovary from one woman and 
placing it in another," the doctor said. 
The operation is used to correct 
hormonal problems and the implanted 
ovary stops functioning after five or 
six months. 


"The transplant, on the other hand, 


means removing an ovary of the 
donor and placing it in the receptor, 
connecting quickly the veins and 
arteries of the circulatory system so 
t h a t b l o o d w i l l b e r e c e i v e d 
immediately." 


A transplant also overcomes hor- 


monal difficulties, he added, "but with 
the advantage that it assures survival 
of the transplanted organ." And in the 
technique worked out by his team, for 
the first time the transplanted ovary 
was placed so that its eggs could be 
fertilized, Blanco said. 


His Alvear hospital group per- 


formed its first h u m a n ovary 
transplant in July, 1971, after a long 
period of laboratory experiments with 
dogs, the doctor said. Transplants 
were made with 10 dogs, he said, and 
nine of the recipients produced 
healthy litters.

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More states 
protecting 
consumers

WASHINGTON (AP) - For a 


growing number of buyers with low 
resistance to tenacious door-to-door 
salesmen, there's a new way to get 
out of those bargains that turn out 
to be blunders. 


The escape hatch is a cooling-off 


period—usually from two to five 
days—during which buyers with 
second thoughts can cancel 'sales 
contracts or purchases made in haste 
or exasperation. 


It could have helped, for example, 


the 17-year-old girl in New York State 
who signed an installment contract 
for a set of glasses. Total price: $1,800. 


Another who could have used a 


cooling-off period was the woman 
who signed a $600 contract for a new 
roof. She checked with local con- 
tractors later and found they would 
have done the job for $250. 


Both instances turned up during 


Federal Trade Commission hearings. 


Pennsylvania's Bureau of Consumer 


Protection discovered cases of 
illiterate persons who had been 
pressured into buying encyclopedias 
and others who bought carpet 
sweepers though they had no carpets. 


Now millions of consumers may 


revoke contracts they've signed for no 
other reason than, "I've changed my 
mind." 


Cooling-off periods for doorto-door 


sales were in effect at last count in 
33 states, seven cities and the District 
of Columbia. By comparison, 14 states 
had such grace periods two years ago. 


Now the FTC has o f f e r e d a 


cooling-off period proposal as a model 
for state standards. The FTC plans to 
invoke its proposal nationwide with 
the force of law if it can dispose of 
pending court challenges to its power 
to issue trade regulation rules. 


The FTC proposal gives buyers 


three business days to change their 
minds on purchases with a total price 
of $25 or more. 


The same three-day cooling off 


period, applied to door-todoor ins- 
tallment sales involving more than 
four payments, is in another model 
law, the Uniform Commercial Credit 
Code proposed by the National 
Conference of Commissioners on 
Uniform State Laws in 1969. The 
proposed law has been enacted so far 
by Colorado, Idaho, I n d i a n a , 
Oklahoma, Utah and Wyoming. 


Various cooling-off statutes exist in 


Alaska, Arizona, California, Connec- 
ticut, Delaware, Florida, Georgia, 
Hawaii, Illinois, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maine, Maryland and Massachusetts. 


Also Michigan, New Hampshire, 


New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, South Dakota, Ver- 
mont, Virginia,. Washington and 
Wisconsin. 


Cities with cooling-off laws are 


Joplin, Mo., and the Ohio cities of 
Akron, Columbus, G r a n d v i e w , 
Moraine, Westerville and Whitehall. 


The target of these laws is a major 


industry and the subject of numerous 
complaints. 


The Direct Selling Association, the 


major trade association for door-to- 
door sellers, last year listed 91 
members offering 63 different com- 
modities, including carpet sweepers, 
encyclopedias, cosmetics, housewares 
and water conditioners. 


The Wisconsin Attorney General's 


office reported that prior to its new 
law, there were 3,000 complaints 
received annually, with 670 or about 
22 per cent of them stemming from 
door-todoor sales. The Michigan 
Consumers Council reported 68 per 
cent of the complaints it processed 
involved door-to-door selling. 


The head of the Maryland Con- 


sumers 
Association said 
his 
or- 


ganizationdid not receive a single 
complaint linked to doorto-door sales 
in the year after that state's law went 
.into effect. The director of Pennsyl- 
vania's consumer bureau described 
that state's law as "a godsend to 
Pennsylvania consumers." 


Some door-to-door companies have 


voluntarily provided buyers with an 
escape clause. Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica. for example, says it uses a 
four-day cooling-off period. Avon 
Products said it offers customers an 
unconditional money-back guarantee. 


Cooling-off laws vary from state to 


state, but the FTC model applies to 
even,' sale made outside the seller's 
place of business. The proposal 
excludes sales where the buyer has 
initiated a contact in order to get 
repairs on items such as television 
sets. But the exclusion cannot be used 
in some cases, such as repairs to a 
home or driveway. 


The FTC rule also does not cover 


securities or insurance sales because 
ihe agency's investigation "does not 
reflect that the sales of these intan- 
gibles have been accompanied by the 
objectionable practices which have 
characterized the sales in the home 
of consumer goods and services." 


The FTC proposal requires that at 


the time of sale the seller musi 
provide the buyer with a cancellation 
form which is lacking only the buyer's 
signature and date. 


In cases where a seller has already 


provided goods to a buyer, who later 
rejects them, the seller has 10 days 
to say whether he plans to reclaim 
them. If the seller doesn't reclaim the 
goods within 20 days of the date of 
cancellation, the buyer may keep 
them.

The moves came on the heels of 


Democratic gains in the Senate, where 
the Republicans slipped to an 18-15

Keppler came under heavy attack 


during and after the last session for 
alleged "soft" leadership policies and a 
willingness 
to 
compromise with 


Democrats led by Gov Patrick J. 
Lucey. 


The Senate GOP majority ultimately 


handed Lucey the bulk of his legislative 
program last year on the back of 
wayward Republican senators.

leadership has been soft sell . ." said 
Keppler at a press conference. "That 
was appropriate for the last two years, 
he said, maintaining that Lucey needed 
cooperation during his first half term in 
the executive office. 


"But we must move now from a 


defensive to a positive or aggressive 
posture," said Keppler in handing 
Senate control to Johnson. 


"If there is blame among Republicans 


to be assessed. . .1 suppose it naturally 
falls on the shoulders of whomever 
happens to be leader — and I was the 
leader," said Keppler. 


Johnson, an attorney, has a reputa- 


tion as a skilled debater and a polished 
legislative m-fighter. He immediately 
chose Sen. Jack Stemhilber of Oshkosh 
as his chief assistant 
Stemhilber 


mirrors those traits. 


Johnson used the press conference to 


stress that Republicans intend to fight 
Lucey's proposals whenever possible in 
the 1973 session. 


A prime fight of the upcoming ses- 


sion, he said, will be the GOP attempt to 
strip Lucey's 1973-75 budget proposal 
of major policy proposals. 


It was Lucey's first budget-tax 


package, with policy questions includ- 
ing university merger and shared tax 
redistribution, that split the GOP 
caucus last year. 


Johnson and Keppler stressed that 


the GOP caucus emerged from Tues- 
day's voting "unified," but Johnson 
said he could not predict whether he 
will command all 18 GOP votes on the 
budget fight and policy questions at- 
tached. 


Keppler's removal was engineered by 


a group of senators publicly led by Sen. 
Walter John Chilsen of Wausau, who 
stepped down Tuesday as caucus 
chairman. He was succeeded by Sen 
Milo Knutson of La Crosse. 


The move to replace Keppler, 


however, involved legislative staff per- 
sonnel to a great extent. 


Keppler chose to fight to move when 


it was interpreted in print as a "dump 
Keppler" drive, despite contentions 
from the originators of the proposal 
that the move was not aimed at Keppler 
personally. They argued 
that it 


represented only an attempt to provide 
active leadership in preparation for the 
1974 elections, which will involve a race 
for the governorship as well. 


Johnson reflected that theme when 


he told reporters following the caucus 
that the main difference between his 
leadership and Keppler's will be an 
attempt to carve out alternatives to 
Lucey's proposals. 


Some legislators, reflecting discon- 


tent over the course of legislative cam- 
paigns this fall, are expected to make 
similar moves in conjunction with 
some party members, to reorganize the 
leadership of the state voluntary GOP 
organization as well in coming months. 


Johnson was handed significant 


powers in another caucus shuffle when 
Sen. Walter Hollander of Rosendale 
stepped down from his seat on the 
three-man Committee on Committees, 
which parcels out committee assign- 
ments 


Johnson was named to that post by 


the caucus, and announced t,hat 
Hollander could be expected to remain 
as Senate co-chairman of the powerful 
Joint Committee on Finance.
